DR. STEWART WINS COMMON 
CARRIER PIPE LINES 


Edmonton, Aug. 7.—Shortly before 
the legislature was prorogued at 
10:30 o'clock Thursday night, Dr. J. 
S. Stewart, Lethbridge, won his fight 
to have common carrier rights made 
more rigid in the new pipe lines bill 
introduced by the government last 
Monday. 

Dr. Stewart routed both the attor- 
ney-veneral and Hon. Alex. Ross in 
the short skirmish. He moved to 
strike out clause & of the bill and 
qualifying provisions, after the main 
principle that “the company, after 
receiving the said permit and con- 
structing the pipe line, shall be coni- 
mon carriers of gas or oil, as the 
case may be.” 

The clause went on to provide that 


/exceptions could be made by the min- 


ister of public works or by the Pub- 
lic Utilities Board. Mr. Brownlee and 
Mr. Ross argued that, since the bill, 
at this time, was largely experiment- 
al and on the understanding that a 
complete revise of the act would be 
made at the next session, it would be 
inadvisable to make the common 
rrier regulations too rigid at the 
outset. The common tarrier principle 
was adopted. 
Hoadley’s Mind Unchanged 

Hon, Geo. Hoadley said he had not 
changed his mind since 1921 on the 
question of pipe lines being common 
carriers, but he was assured by his 
colleagues in the cabinet that the 
bill was designed to meet temporary 
conditions and to settle the appli 
cation of the southern gas company 
for the two pipe lines to Calgary.

FRANCE STANDS READY TO

OBITUARY 


DEATH OF DR. 8. J. KIRK 


On Friday evening last the death 
occurred of Dr. S, J. Kirk, at his re- 
sidence in Macleod, 

The deceased had been an inter- 
ested spectator of the ball game be- 
tween Macleod and Cardston on Fri- 
day evening, and when Neil Dilling- 
ham, the local second baseman, ac- 
cidentally had his leg broken, Dr. 
Kirk rendered medical assistance, 
afterward returning to the game, 
where he complained of pains in the 
left side. Dr. Kirk proceeded home 
and went upstairs to lie down telling 
his wife he was not feeling well. 
Mrs. Kirk left him for a few seconds 
to prepare some medicine and on her 
return found him prostrated in the 
bathroom. Medical assistance was 
at once called, but on the arrival of 
physicians life was found to be ex- 
tinct. 

The funeral was held on Tuesday 
afternoon last, services being held at 
the United Church, at 2:30, conduct- 
ed by the Rev. W. H. Irwin and the 
Rev. W. A. Lewis, (of Calgary, 
formerly pastor at Macleod), During 
the service the choir rendered the 
anthem “Homeland,” also two of the 
late doctor's favorite hymns—“Rock 
of Ages” and “Forever With The 
Lord,” were sung. Both the Rev. 
Irwin and the Rev. Lewis paid glow- 
ing tributes to the deceased. After 
the service in the’church the solemn 
funeral cortege proceeded to the 
Union Cemetry where the last rites 
were administered. After a brief 
service by the Rev. Irwin, the local 
Masonic order held their farewell 
service for a departed brother, 
which was conducted by F. N. Morris 
and the Rev. W. J. Merrick, 


The funeral was attended by the 
members of A.F. & A.M., Alberta 
Lodge No. 8, of which the deceased 
had been a member; the officers and 
members of the local baseball team, 
the junior and senior United Church 
choirs, members of the Sunday 
school and Bible class and many 
sorrowing friends, The pall bearers 
were R, D. MeNay, O. J. Wood, A. 
F. Grady, W. A. Day, O. Fansett 
and F, Thewlis. 

The late Dr. Kirk was born at 
Kirkton, Ontario in 1870. He follow- 
ed the avocation of school teaching 
for a number of years; after coming 
west to Manitoba he studied medi- 
cine, and after obtaining his degree 
established a practice at Oak River, 
Manitoba, From there he went to 
Edmonton, and later to Tofield, 
Alberta, and came to Macleod in 
1917, For several years Dr. Kirk 
had been medical health officer for 
the town, and has been an active 
member in all local athletic cir 
and had been president of the 
baseball and hockey teams. He was 
an ardent church worker and was 
superintendent of the United Church 
Sunday School. 

The late Dr. S. J. Kirk is survived 
his wife; one daughter, Velma; 
two .sons, Neville and Orville. 
His sudden demise comes as a great 
shock to the whole community, as 
the late Dr. Kirk was greatly es 
teemed and respected throughout 
the district, his genial 
having won him a host of friends 
whose sympathy goes out to the 
famity in their great bereavement.

Heavy Traffic on Roads 

A census of traffic recently taken 
on the Nanton section of the Cal- 
gary-Glacerier Park highway gives 
some indication of the extent of 
automobile tourist travel. In three 
hours on July 20th, there passed a 
certain point sixty-one cars with 
thirty-three Alberta licenses and the 
balance showed license plates from 
twelve states of the union and one 
from Hawaii. A census taken on 
Sunday, July 5, the day previous to 
the opening of the Calgary stam- 
pede, in one hour showed two hun- 
dred automobiles had passed through 
the village of Cayley, going north.

Free Insulin 

Free insulin supplies will be pro- 
vided by the Alberta department of 
health in cases where patients are 
not able to otherwise secure them. 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
health, announces this as a new pol- 
icy to be administered through that 
department. The minister’s attention 
to the matter was invited a short 
time ago by the editor of the Hanna 
Herald, who reported a number of 
cases in need of treatment but un- 
able to meet the cost. It has now 
been decided to provide insulin for 
all such cases making application, 
and supplies will be sent out from 
the health department, in Edmonton. 
Each applicant will be received and 
dealt with on its merits anf™mecess- 
ary investigation as to medical 
diagnosis and financial circumst- 
ances will be made before issuing 
the supplies. Alberta will in this 
way be adopting a similar course to 
that already taken by the province 
of Ontario.

Caigary’s Population 

Calgary’s population in 1925, es- 
timated by the Henderson’s direct- 
ory, following a careful survey of the 
city, has been placed at 77,690, ac- 
cording to the 1925 issue which has 
just been published. Last year this 
same authority estimated the pop- 
ulation at 75,8389, showing an in- 
crease of approximately 1,800.

The Peace River Railway 
In the short adjourned session of 
the Legislature held the past week, 


the matter of the leasing of the E.D. 
and B.C. railway was dealt with. 
Premier Greenfield explained that 


the Royal Bank, as holders of the 
common stock on the railway, had 
refused to consent to a lease of the 
line to any railway company before 
settlement of its claim against the 
rond had been made, and that the 
bank asked $2,000,000 in settlement 
of these claims. He announced that 
the government would not recom- 
mend the payment of this amount. 
Later in the session it was announc- 
ed that the bank had reduced its 
price to $1,700,000, but the govern- 
ment still is opposed to accepting 
this. 

The premier also tabled the offers 
for the leasing of the railway made 
by the C.P.R. and C.N.R. The C.P.R, 
offers to take a lease of seven years 
at a yearly rental of $60,000 and to 
put prairie passenger and freight 
rates into effect, but declares that 
if any competing line is built into 
the country, it desirous the right to 


cancel the lease by six months’ 
notice, 
The C.N.R. asks a_ lease for 


twelve years at a rental of one dol- 
lar a year and half the net profits, 
and also agrees to put the prairie 
rates into effect. Regarding the 
building of a coast outlet, the C.N.R. 
president states this is to be left to 
the future, but that the directors 
might consider building the outlet 
when the export grain production 
along the line reaches 10,000,000 
bushels for three years in success- 
ion. 

The engineers of both roads have 
reported that the building of an 
outlet to the coast at the present 
time is too prohibitive in cost. 

In the of either company 
leasing the line, the province would 
continue to pay the fixed charges. 
Both railway companies make tem- 
porary offers to operate the road 
until the government can come to an 
agreement with the Royal Bank. 

The provincial government is con- 
tinuing its negotiations with the Ro- 
yal Bank.
